Many citizens have been led to believe 
that the watchword of a Finance Committee 
should be lessened expenditures only, and 
that the amount appropriated should, each 
year be less than the amounts for the preced- 
ing year. This attitude is true only when it 
contributes to the general and ultimate wel- 
fare of any municipality. 

The total amount of the budget includes 
the salary reductions recommended by the 
different department heads, a ten per cent 
reduction suggested by the Finance Commit- 
tee from what might be termed operating 
expenses or cost of materials, and the entire 
elimination of other projects which can 
well be postponed to a later date, 

Continuing its policy of last year, the 
Finance Committee again disapproves of all 
expenditures for new work in 1933, 

The committee appointed by the modera- 
tor at the last Town Meeting to investigate 
the hours and duties of our town officials, 


| submitted its report to the Finance Commit- 
| tee without a re commendation during Novem- 


ber 1932. The thanks of our citizens is due 
this committee for its very efficient work. 
Compared with ten other towns with 
Andover's 
position is extremely gratifying as to cost, 
amount, and kinds of work performed. When 
first published it appeared that the compensa- 
tion of a few of our officials was compara- 
tively high, A further investigation proves 
this to be an error.

in not appreciating that after the school is in 
operation the number of their paid personnel 
will gradually grow to three or four hundred 


| people whose salaries will be largely spent in 


Andover. 


2nd. That so many people of supposedly 
high intelligence should be influenced by an 


| argument that the inmates of this institution 
would be in some way detrimental to the | 


residents of the town and the students of the 
Schools. Has anyone heard parents decide 
not to send their daughter to Smith College 
because there is a large institution for the 
mentally ill in Northampton or that Wes- 
leyan College is handicapped by an institu 


| tion that cares for 2500 mental patients in 


the same town? 

In Norwich a State Institution for Mental 
patients takes care of 2500 to 2700 patients 
which includes the insane criminals of the 
State. In the seven years that I have lived 
here there may have been ten or twelve pa- 


| tients escape but no one in the town has been 


disturbed by them. I can honestly state that 
the inmates of this institution are not nearly 
as disturbing to the residents of Norwich as 
the Phillips Academy Students have been at 
various times to the residents of Andover. 

Andover has always prided itself on its 
clear thinking citizens. In the case of the 
State School for Mental Defectives they ap- 
pear not to have thought but to have been 
cartied away by mob emotionalism.

An editorial in a recent issue of the Towns- 
man asked why the writer of the pamphlet, 
supporting the West Andover school project, 
did not mention the Wrentham State school, 
Thanks for the suggestion, but the school for 
Wrentham is such a splendid example to 
place before the Christian people of Andover 
that it deserves special treatment. If every 
citizen of Andover could visit the Wrentham 
State school, there would not be a whisper of 
protest. Even the man at the recent town 
meeting, who was fearful that lunatics and 
insane people would be running around the 
streets of our town would possibly be con 
vinced of its value 

First, it must be understood that there is a 
difference between insane people and feeble 
minded. An insane person is one who once 
possessed normal faculties, but, through some 
cause, has lost the power to think coherently; 
like the loosened string of a piano, that causes 
a discord in music, the mind of the insane 
does not work in harmony 

On the other hand, the feeble minded are 
whose minds have not developed 
normally with the growth of the body. In 
other words, the individual possessed the 
physique of advanced years but the mind of a 
child. There is an arrested development of the 
mind that needs be awakened that the 
individual can be self supporting

The Wrentham State school does not have 
insane people. Neither will the school at 
West Andover when it is established 

There are 1660 pupils at the Wrentham 


| school, and let me add there are 800 on the 


waiting list of the institution. There are 1000 
more on the waiting list of one of the other 
similar institutions. 

Children are admitted as pupils, at the 
present time, at the age of five, Their mental 
reactions are completely tested and a course 


| of training adopted to awaken the dormant 


mind. As an illustration, the first lesson is to 
educate the child why a square peg will not go 
into a round hole, and the opposite, That is 
done with pegs and a board with holes. Then 
the child is taught to distinguish objects by 
feeling, by taste and by smell 

Thus the mind is stimulated to action and 


| the ability to think aroused. I wish every one 


in this town could go there and follow the 
educational process. It starts with no ability 
in the child to think and act for itself, and 
gradually accomplishes the almost impossible 

-make the child self supporting. Ninety 
eight percent of those who go to this institu- 
tion are graduated and go out into life to 
useful citizens and self sustaining 


cities 

It might surprise you to know that these 
pupils are trained in useful arts Pupils mace 
all the bed mattresses for the school; they 
serve in the kitchen, dining room, see that the 
buildings are spotiessly clean; some make 
furniture, embroidery and rugs 
girls are taught hair dressing and some of the 
boys to be barbers. Pupils do most of the 
farm work and attend the cattle, There are 
two well equipped industrial buildings con 
connected with the institution and there boys

and girls are taught useful arts; useful to 
themselves in after life. The excellent work 
they do is surprising. 

Pupils are taught music; they have their 


They cannot be given the attention in their 
own homes, because special training is re- 
quired to arouse their abilities to think for 
themselves. As I said in the beginning, they 
| are not insane or violent; just latent minded. 
| Now regarding the town of Wrentham 
itself. Possibly the best way to express the 
sentiment of the town regarding the school 
is to quote from a business man there, who 
said: “If it was not for this school, Wrentham | 
would not be a spot on the map large enough 
to notice.” The people are satisfied with the 
school there; most of them proud of the 
jinstitution. Another business man said the 
school was a tremendous benefit to the town. 

If you visit Wrentham you will be im-| 
pressed with two things: you can drive} 
through the town every day of the year and | 
not know the state school is there, unless you | 
inquire; the other is a statement of a citizen | 
of Wrentham, that you will not see one 
pupil, whom you could recognize as such, on | 
the streets of the town.

| DR. WILLIAM P. GRAVES 

To Dr. William P. Graves, both while he 
was alive and at his death, England and 
| America have paid abundant tribute to his | 

skill, his genius, and his sterling character. 

| In the list of virtues of this many sided man 
}no mention has been made of his filial devo- 
tion, because it has not been known. 

During the past eight years his mother, 
now well along in her ninety-ninth year, has 
| lived in Mansfield, Mass., the town of her 
birth. In all these years Dr. Graves made it 
| a practice to visit her every two weeks, if it 
| were humanly possible. In the sunshine of | 
| spring and fall on Saturday afternoons, when 
he might so well have spen the time with his 
| sons on the golf course, he rode to Mansfield. 
| To go out in the driving storm and over icy 
roads of winter he left his easy chair, his 
pipe, and a Balzac novel in French to take 
| the thirty-mile ride that his mother might 

not be disappointed. 

With the fortitude that she taught her 
sons to meet the stern realities of life she is 
bearing her sorrow. For the sake of her re- 
maining son she holds her head unbowed, 
though the remarkable sparkle left her eyes 
when she had to be told that her doctor-son 
| could no longer pay his fortnightly calls. 
| During the hour of the funeral she conducted 
her own service 


No mother was ever prouder of the honors 
that came to a son than Dr. Graves’ mother 
has been, though because of his modesty she 
had to learn of them from other lips, or 
through the newspaper. Yet above all her 
pride in his professional achievements there 
has been a greater pride in his devotion to his 
family. Out of his busy life he found time to 
| be interested and to help his children from 
| the days of sums in addition, through Latin 
translations, and even into their professional 
studies.
